BORNEO TOBACCO INDUSTRY. 

The Hon. C. A. Strutt, prosiding at 
the general meeting of the New London 
Bornen Tobacco Company, said that the 
general ‘question of labour for. tobacco 
planting had exercised the minds, not 
only of the directors, but of all those whe 
had tobacco estates in Borneo a great deal 
during the past yoar, It was feared that 
the, Government at home was making it 
very difficult to make tobucce cultivation 
practicable, The board believed, how- 
ever, 
managed to arrange sa that they should 
he able to continue. the cultivation of the. 
product under the labour laws, though 
certainly not with the same ease. as 
formerly. . The supersession 
tebacco by the rubber was tolling very
